Commuting Out

Hillsborough County had 198,868 employed
residents age 16 and over in 2000, up from 177,055
in 1990.

About three-quarters of these residents worked in
their resident county in both 1990 and 2000.

Hillsborough County had more workers who
commuted out of the county for work in both 1990
and 2000 than commuted in.

Nearly 56,400 residents commuted out of
Hillsborough County to work in 2000, up from
44,800 in 1990.

Sixty percent of Hillsborough County commuters
travelled out of the state for work in 2000, down
from 67 percent the previous decade.

Nearly all of the Hillsborough County residents
who commuted to work out of the state worked in
Massachusetts in 1990 and 2000.

Of those commuting in state, half worked in
Rockingham County in 2000, up from about 42
percent in 1990.

Commuting In
About 45,500 people commuted into Hillsborough
County for work in 2000, up 18.5 percent over the
decade.

Three quarters of the workers who commuted to
Hillsborough County for work in 1990 and 2000
lived in another county in New Hampshire.

Half of these workers lived in Rockingham
County in 2000. Another one-third lived in
Merrimack County.

Massachusetts�s residents accounted for nearly
all of the out of state residents who commuted to
Hillsborough County for work in both 1990 and
2000.

The number of Hillsborough County residents
who drove themselves to work increased nearly
17 percent from 1990 to 2000.

The number of Hillsborough County residents
who who carpooled to work decreased
11.4 percent over the decade. Statewide, the
number decreased by 10.2 percent.

The number of Hillsborough County residents
who travelled more than 20 minutes to work
increased 24 percent from 1990 to 2000 while the
number who travelled fewer than 20 minutes
remained the same.

Hillsborough County residents travelled, on
average, three minutes longer to work in 2000 than
in 1990.

Three quarters of Hillsborough County residents
left home for work sometime between 5 am and 9
am in both 1990 and 2000.

One in every eight Hillsborough County residents
left home for work sometime between noon and
midnight.
